CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


| 
This Incorporation shall be known as the Stockton | 


Board of Trade. 


ARTICLE II, | 


Its object shall be the consideration of all subjects vital 
to the interests of the City of Stockton as indicated in 
the Articles of Incorporation : the inauguration and pro-

motion of enterprises calculated to incre 
commercial and business mmportance, and facilitate the 


development of the resources of the surrounding country. 
ARTICLE III. 


Any person or firm may become a member of this 
Board of Trade by submitting his or their name to the 
Directors and receiving their approval, by subscribing to 
the Constitution and By-Laws and paying an admission 
1, that should the Board of Di- 


rectors decide to increase the admission fee, then new 


fee of ten dollars ; prot 


members will be required to pay such sum as shall then 
be demanded, 
Any member failing to pay the monthly dues for three 
consecutive months. and who after receiving ten days’ 
notice shall still neglect to pay his arrears shall be re- | 
garded as having forfeited his membership and the Board 
of Directors in their discretion may order his name 
stricken from the rolls. Such delinquent shall not again 
be eligible for membersnip unless by consent of two- || 
| thirds of the members present at any regular meeting of 
the Board of Trade. | 
Certificates of withdrawal may be issued by the Secre- 
tary upon the order of the Directors to any member de- 
sirous of retiring from active membership on account of || 
removal or retirement from business upon af@yment of a 


fee of one dollar. 
ARTICLE IV. 


Each member of this Board—a firm to be regarded as 


one member—shall be entitled to receive a certificate of 


membership under the seal of the Incorporation and the

ignatures of the President and Secretary and if the 


member in whose name the certificate stands has paid all 
assessments due, and his rights of membership are not in 
any way impaired or forfeited, upon the payment of ten 
dollars his certificate of membership may be transferred 
to any person eligible in accordance with Article IIT of 
this Constitution. 


ARTICLE V. 
The officers of this Incorporation shall consist of eleven 
Directors. Immediately after their election the Directors 


must organize by the election of a President and Vice- 
President from their own number, and a Secretary and 


Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VI. 
This Incorporotion shall have a seal. 
ARTICLE VII. 
This Constitution and the By-Laws or rules of this In- 
corporation may be repealed, amended or new ones may 


be adopted as provided in Section No. 304 of the Civil 
Code of the State of California. 
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SECTION 


At such meetings each member shall be entitled to one || 
vote in person or by proxy as provided in Section 312 of 
the Civil Code of California, and any member of said In- 
corporation may act as proxy, or the employee of any 
firm itself being a member may act as proxy for said firm, 


being first thereto authorized in writing. | 


SECTION 4. 


At all special meetings of the Board of Trade or its Di- 


rectors only such business shall be transacted as was ex- 


pressly specified in the call for such meeting. 
SECTION 5. 
Theannual election of the Directors and officers of this 
Board of Trade shall be had at its regular annual meeting 


to be held on the first Tuesday in May of each year, and 
written notice of such meeting and election shall be given 


ry by mailing the same to his 


each member by the Secreté 
address. 
SECTION 6. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the mem- 
bers of this Incorporation or of its Directors, appoint all 
Committees not otherwise provided for, call special meet- 
ings when requested, as provided in these By-Laws, and 
countersign all warrants drawn on the Treasury for pay- 
ment of the expenses of the Incorporation. 


SECTION 7. , 


In the absence or upon the request of the President the 
Vice-President shall discharge the duties of President. 
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SECTION 8. 

The corporate powers, business and property of the In- 
corporation shall be exercised, conducted and controlled 
by the Board of Directors. They shall fix the compensa- 
tion for the services of the Secretary and all other per- 
sous appointed to perform any duty, and may in their 
discretion require from such appointees a good and _ sufii- 
cient bond to be made payable to the President or his 
successor in office for the faithful performance of their re- 


spective duties and trusts. They shall at each annual | 


meeting report the amount that in their opinion should be 
assessed upon each member for monthly dues to meet the 
expenses of the Incorporation for the succeeding year. 
They may increase the admission fee for membership in 
the Board whenever in their discretion it shall seem ex- 
pedient. They may request the President to appoint 


special Committees of members who are not Directors to | 


perform such special service as in their opinion may best 
subserve the interests of the Incorporation, and the Presi- 
dent is hereby empowered to make such appointments. 
They shall, whenever deemed necessary, provide for 
thoroughly investigating the merits of proposed enter- 
prises designed or calculated to promote the public inter- 
est and report to meetings of members of the Incorpora- 
tion the result of their investigations. They shall extend 


proper courtesies to strangers visiting Stockton for busi- | 


ness purposes. They shall cause to be provided suitable 
rooms for meetings of the members and for the use of the 
officers of the Incorporation in the transaction of its busi- 
ness. 


SECTION 9. 
Any vacancy occurring in the Board of Directors or in 


any of its offices shall be filled by the said Board.

SECTION 15. 
The Finance Committee shall examine the books of the 
Secretary and Treasurer and report quarterly to eetings

In case of a nec 


sity arising when in the opinion of the 
Directors more funds are needed in order to carry out the 
purposes of the Incorporation such matters shall be sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee for their examination, 
and it shall be their duty to report their conclusion to the 


Board at a regular or special meeting thereof, 
SECTION 16. 


The Committee on Transportation shall take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to the movement of freaghts 
to and from Stockton by rail, water or otherwise, with a 
view of having such service performed at the lowest pos- 
sible rates. They shall recommend to the Board of Trade 


such action as they shall deem nece sary in order to effect 


this object, and report to each regular meeting of the 
Board, 
SECTION 17. 

The Secretary under the direction of the Directors shall 
keep a fair and regular journal of the proceedings of the 
meetings of the members of the Incorporation and its Di- 
rectors. He shall take charge of the seal, books and 
papers belonging to the Association, keep a correct ac- 
count of the imports and exports of the city by water, 
rail or otherwise, and shall gather and record all attain-

able valuable statistical information pertaining to or that 
may benefit the commercial and manufacturing interests 
of the City of Stockton and on or about the first of Janu- 
ary of each year make to the members of the Incorpora- 
tion a report of the business of the city for the preceding 
year and such other information appertaming to the in- 
terests of the Incorporation as shall be attainable. 

He shall under direction of the President give notice of 
all meetings of the members of the Board, conduct the 
correspondence of the Incorporation, attend all meetings 
of the Board of Directors and of Committees, and keep an 
official record of their proceedings. 

He shall collect all moneys due for assessments or 
otherwise and pay them over to the Treasurer. He shall 


keep his office open during the usual business hours or as 


the Directors may require and see that the rooms and 
property of the Incorporation are kept in good order, and 
perform such other duties as the Board of Directors shall 
from time to time direct. 


SECTION 158. 


The Treasurer shall receive and keep a correct account 
of all moneys belonging to the Association, shall disburse 
the same on the order of the Secretary, countersigned by 
the President. He shall make a report to the Board of 
Directors at their monthly meetings and shall report to 
the Incorporation at its annual meetings of the amount of 
receipts and expenditures. The accounts of the Treas- 
urer shall be kept in books belonging to the Incorpora- 


tion. 
SECTION 19. 


The monthly dues for members for the ensuing year

shall be two dollars per month for each member and shall
